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My First Field Day

I passed my tech exam on the morning of field day. After I passed I went off to the field day area set up by 
Ellie and Rip so that I could operate a radio for the first time in my life. I was very nervous but I went and sat 
down at a radio with my dad and began listening to the jumble of noise that was pouring out of the speaker of 
the radio. 

I listened and heard a guy calling, “CQ field day.” My dad told me to jump in and so I said, “This is 
NV@M.” My dad said quick say it in phonetics and so I said holding down the transmitter again, “November 
Victor Zero Mike.” I let up on the transmitter button and nothing happened. The guy kept on calling CQ. My 
dad said, “Next time you call someone you should say the call sign of the guy you are calling so that he knows 
that he is being called.” 

I called again this time saying, “KA@BND, this is NVOM. November Victor Zero Mike.” I wasn’t expect- 
ing to get a response so that when it came, all I could do is stand staring at the controls. The next minute I was 
answering him. He told me his location and I told him our location. 

Field day was the first time I ever contacted someone using amateur radio. I think that if I had to make my 
first contact all on my own, I would have been incredibly reluctant to even touch the transmit button. Since it 
was field day, I was able to transmit with help and without worry of whether I was doing something wrong. 

For me, field day was a wonderful way to allow myself the opportunity to use the radio for the first time.
